Honse Pavors War Resolution. 

By a vote of 322 to 19 the Ameri- 
can House of Representatives passed 
the following resolution lato on Wed- 
nesday afternoon : 

Whereas, The Government of Spain 
for three years past has been waging 
upon the Island of Cuba against 
a revolution by the inhabitant* there- 
of without making any substantial 
progress toward the suppression of 
said revolution, and has conducted the 
warfare in a manner contrary to the 
laws of nations by methods inhuman 
and uncivilized, causing the death 
by starvation of more than two hun- 
dred thousand innocent uon-combat- 
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being helpless women and children ; 
inflicting intolerable injury to the 
commercial interests of the United 
Statos; involving the destruction of 
lives and property of many of our ci- 
tizens; entailing the expenditure of 
millions of money in patrolling our 
coasts and policing the high seas in 
order to maintain our neutrality; and 
Whereas, This long series of losses, 
injuries and burdens, for which Spain 
is responsible, has culminated in the 
destruction of the United States bat- 
tleship Maiue in the Harbor of Ha- 
vana, and in the death of 266 of our 
seamen 

"Resolved, That the President is 
hereby authorized and directed to in- 
tervene at once to stop the war in 
Cuba, to the end and with the pur- 
pose of securing permanent peace and 
order there, and establishing by the 
freedom of the people thereof a stable 
and independent government of their 
own in the island of Cuba ; and the 
President is heroby authorized and 
empowered to use the naval and land 
forces of the United States to execute 
the purpose of this resolution." 

THE MINORITY REPORT, 

The Democratic members of tho 
House Foreign Affairs Committee in 

report signed by five Democrat* 
and Mr. Newlands, a silver man, 
agreed to the following resolutions as 
a substitute for the majority report 

We, the undersigned members of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs of 
the HouBe of Representatives, having 
considered the message of the Presi- 
dent of the United States which was 
transmitted to Congress on Monday, 
April 11, 1898, and on said day refer- 
red to said committee, submit the fol- 
lowing report to the House of Repre- 
sentatives : 

We recommend the following reso- 
lutions as a substitute for the resolu- 
tions submitted by the majority of the 
Committee on Foreign Afl'alrs : 

"Resolved, That the Uuited States 
Government hereby recognizes the in- 
dependence of the Republic of Cuba. 

Second — That, moved thereto by 
many considerations of humanity, of 
interest and of provocation, ameng 
which arc tho i.oliberate mooring of 
our battleship, t ie Maine, over a sub- 
marine mine and its destruction in the 
harbor of Havana, the President ei 
tho United States be and boreby is 
directed to employ immediately the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States in aiding the Republic of Cuba 
to maintain the independent hereby 
recognized. . 

Third— That tho* President of the 
United States is hereby authorized to 
extend immediate relief to the starv- 
ing people of Cuba. 

Of the dissenting votes fifteen were 
Democrats, three Republicans and one 
Populist. 

The minority resolutions, which de- 
clared for the recognition of the ex- 
isting government of the insurgents, 
were voted down— 147 to 190 — but 
they secured tho votes of three Re- 
llcans. 



Nentral Intervention Impossible 

The promineuco which the Presi- 
dent's message gives to the discussion 
of intervention* "as an impartial neu- 
tral by imposing a rational compro- 
mise betwoen the contestants" iudi- 
i a preference on tho part of Mr. 
McKinley for that method of dealing 
ith the situation in Cubs. 
A very little consideration will suf- 
je to show that neutral intervention 
of the kind thus proposed is simply 
m possible . 

It would Involve, as the President 
himself concedes, "hostile constraint 
upon bolh the parties to the contract, 
well to enforce a truce as to guide 
the eventual settlement. " 

Are we prepared to send an armed 
force into Cuba which shall assume 
attitude of hostility toward the in- 
surgents as well as toward their Span-

plain that wc should incur the 
deadly hatred of both combatants and 
be unable to impose our will upon 
either, without an enormous sacrifice 
of blood and treasure ? An American 
army in Cuba, standing between 
Spanish foes on the one hand and Cu- 
ban foes on the other, would not be in 
a pleasant position. 

No ; we are without reason for in- 
terfering in Cuba at all, unless we go 
there as friendly to Cuba and cor- 
respondingly unfriendly to her Span- 
ish oppressors. It is as the active 
ally of the insurgents that we should 
intervene, and with their co-operation 
sweep the Spaniards out of the island, 
which they possess only to wrong. 
Once do away with Spauish misrule 
and the future of Cuba will take care 
of itself. 

The dominion of Spain over Cuba 
is an evil thing— a thing so evil that 
neutrality of sciitiment in regard to it 
would be a national disgrace.. Tho 
American people do not feel neutral 
about it. They are not impartial. In 
contest betweoa that which is right 
and that which is wrong, impartiality 
is not what is needed for tho welfare 
of the world. It is the victory of the 
right. There aro some subjects in re- 
gard to which a man ought to be 
ashamed not to be prejudiced. Ho 
shouid be prejudiced against lying 
ami stealing and against villainy of 
every sort. He should bate such a 
Government as that of Spain in Cuba, 
and, hating it, should desire its de- 
struction.

dent, for civilization over barbai 
i victory for the right and capacity of 
man to govern himself, a victory 
the Western Hemisphere, a vie 
for freedom, liberty and independence, 
a victory worthy of tho dosendants of 
heroic men who achieved their own 
independence and worthy of the 
lowers of those heroic men who have 
since preserved and perpetuated our 
priceless heritage." [Applause from 
the galleries.]

Senate Favors Recognition oi the 
Republic of Cuba. 

Joint resolution tor the recognition 
of the independence of the; people aud 
republic of Cuba, demanding that the 
government of Spain relinquish its 



rity and go- 



of the United States here- 
by recognizes the republic of Cuba as 
the true aud lawful government of 
that island . 

Second— That it is the duty of the 
United States to demand, and the 
governmnnt of the United States does 
by demand, that the government 
of Spain at one relinquish its author- 
ity and government in the island of 
Cuba and withdraw its land and 
uaval forces from Cuba and Cuban 
waters. 

Third— That the president of the 
United States be, aud he hereby is, 
directed and empowered to use 
entire land and naval forces of the 
United States and to call into the ac- 
tual service of the Uuitud States the 
militia of the several states to such 
extent as may be necessary to carry 
those resolutions iuto effect. 

Fourth— That the United States 
hereby disclaim any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise sovereignty, juris- 
diction or control over said island, 
except for the pacification thereof, and 
assert its determination, when that is 
accomplished, to leave tlio goveru- 
aud control of the island to its people. 

The above was adopted by the 
United States Senate ou Satbrday 
night by a vote of 67 to 21. If the 
House will concur in these resolutions 
the matter then goes to the President. 
A strong fight will be made against 
these resolutions by the Administra- 
tion.

Prussia's Rich Folk. 

Besides the income tax, there is in 
Prussia, though not in the rest of 
Germany, a tax on capital, as upon 
laud and household property. All 
fortunes under £300 are exempt from 
taxation. The Minister of Finance 
has jnst published the result, of this 
"Capital tax" for 1897, and these re- 
flect a picture of the financial condi- 
tion of the well-to-do population of 
Prussia, exclusive of small capitalists. 
The aggregate wealth of those liable 
to taxation amounted to £3,300,000,- 
000, an increase upon 1896 of more 
than £827,000,000. Of this sum 
£2,000,000,000 goes to the credit of 
the towns, the other £1,300,000,000 to 
that of the country. Only 6,440 tax- 
payers possess a fortune of £5,000. 
Floating capital totaled £1,100,000,000 
and landed property, $1,200,000,000. 
Of those who possess over £50,000 
one thousand one hundred reside in 
Berlin.— Pall Mall Gazette.
